Chinese Are Flood ing Philip ­ 
p ine Island s 


WITH SPURIOUS CURRENCY. 


John E. Wilk ie, Chief of the Secret 
Serv ice, Has Gone There 
To Inv estigate. 


John E. Wilk ie, chief of the secret 
serv ice bu reau , started for Manila this 
morning to aid the au thorities of the 
Philippine Island s in 
ferreting ou t 
and pu nishing a gang of cou nterfeit­ 
ers wnich has been flou rishing there 
ev er since the American occu pation 
of the archipelago, writes the W ash­ 
ington correspond ent of the New York 
Tribu ne. 
It Is su pposed that the same aggre­ 
gation of money mak ers was employ ed 
In d u plicating the old Spanish cu r­ 
rency long before the fall of Manila, 
for clev er cou nterfeits were d iscov ered 
by the Americans long 
before that 
d ate. 
The cou nterfeiters are k nown 
to be Chinese, bu t whether they hav e 
their m int in some seclu d ed place on 
one of the island s or In Hongk ong the 
Philippine secret serv ice d etectiv es 
iMtv e not y et been able to d etermine. 
The operations of the Chinese cou n­ 
terfeiters threaten to become a seH- 
<ms menace to the prosperity of the 
bu siness men of the Philippines, be­ 
cau se of the wholesale ou tpu t of their 
factory . 
Their coins are 
of 
three 
k ind s: 
First, 
old 
copper Spanish 
coins, plated and passed as silv er; 
second . "Mex ” silv er coins changed 
to imitate United States cu rrency ; 
third 
coins altered to simu ­ 
late the new cu rrency of the island s, 
which has recently been pu t into cir­ 
cu lation. 
The silv ered copper coins 
are of comparativ ely little importance. 
They are principally centav os, and 
are passed , when plated , as q u arters. 
It is the cou nterfeiting of the new 
Philippine 
coins, 
and 
the United 
States cu rrency from Mex ican silv er 
coins, which Is worry ing the au thori­ 
ties. 
The *'Mex ” halv es and d ollars 
are worth abou t balf as mu ch as ou r 
money , althou gh they contain abou t 
the same amou nt of silv er. By chang­ 
ing the d esign to imitate the American 
or Philippine coins, or melting u p the 
silv er and remold ing It in the new 
coinage, 
the 
cou nterfeitrs 
realize 
abou t 100 per cent profit on the cou n­ 
terfeit 
American coins and the d if­ 
ference between the price of silv er 
bu llion and the established v alu e of 
the Philippine coin on the Philippine 
cou nterfeits, and at the same time 
prod u ce a coin which has all the 
weight and ring of the genu ine. Sev ­ 
eral hu nd red of the v ariou s k ind s of 
cou nterfeits hav e been receiv ed at the 
treasu ry d epartment and tu rned ov er 
to 
the 
secret serv ice d epartment. 
Chief Wilk ie will sail from San Fran­ 
cisco on the steamship Corea on May 
3. 
On the way to the Philippines he 
will stop at Honolu lu and establish 
a branch of the bu reau there for the 
Hawaiian Territorial gov ernment. 
Prank Branigan, treasu rer of the 
Philippine Island s, 
who is now on 
leav e in Washington, encou ntered a 
great many of the cou nterfeits before 
he left the Philippines for the United 
States, in Nov ember. 
Mr. Branigan 
said :
